In this short article written specially for The 
Bulletin, Mr. Elliott expresses his individual be- 
lief that when a man turns his thoughts toward 
the Four Ideals of the Oxford Group he is de- 
finitely on his way upward toward better things 
and greater human usefulness.—EDITOR. 

There are only two absolutes in human 
life. One is at birth, when the expectant 
mother takes the chance; the other is at 
death, when the individual takes the 
chance or the opportunity, according to 
his state of mind and spiritual beliefs. 

Everything else in life is a course of 
effort, of trial and error, of struggle for 
the ideal, of hope and faith, © inspiration 
from without, and of ambition from with- 
in, made bearable by the affections and

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 4.—-Dr. J. Bertram Collip, formerly of the 
University of Alberta, told the southwest clinic here that in his lab 
oratory at McGill university, Montreal, he had extracted four hormones 
from secretions of the pituitary gland which have a direct relation to 
life and youthfulness

THE RELIEF CAMPS 

Premier Brownlee intimates that uncer- 
tainty overhangs the continuation of the 
relief camps in which single unemployed 
men are at present accommodated. Under 
the new arrangement the Dominion as- 
sumes_ responsibility for out-of-work 
single men. The department of national 
defence is to supervise camps in future, 
but will only take over camps where work 
of “national importance” is to be done. 

There are twenty camps in Alberta. Six 
of these would come under supervision of 
the department of defence. What is to be 
done about the other fourteen is the point 
on which Ottawa has not as yet been able 
to make up its mind. The provincial relief 
commission has no authority to continue 
them. Apparently if they are to be con- 
tinued at all it will have to be under fed- 
eral direction—but on some other basis 
than that applying to camps under the de- 
fence department, where work of ‘“nation- 
al importance” is to be carried on. 

Summer is passing. The men who found 
temporary employment in the harvest 
fields are flocking back to the camps. 
They should at least know now whether 
the camps are to be continued, and what 
provision is to be made for them if the 
non-work camps are to be closed. It surely 
does not require more than six months 
thinking by a dozen cabinet ministers to 
reach a decision on that point. 


THE BUYER WANTS APPLES, 
NOT BOXES 

Kelowna growers have secured an in- 

junction from the courts of British colum- 

ia to prevent the shipment of apples in 
bulk from that district. Why they should 
object to bulk shipment, provided they get 
the desired cent a pound for their apples, 
is not at all clear from this distance. 

But one thing is very clear from the 
standpoint of the prairie consumer. When 
he buys apples he wants apples, not boxes. 
To tell him he can’t get apples unless he 
also buys boxes, and pays freight on them, 
is neither fair-dealing nor good business. 
The boxes are of no value to him, he 
doesn't want them, and can only use them 
for kindling wood. 

No doubt it is to the advantage of Brit- 
ish Columbia lumbermen that the prairie 
consumer be made to pay for a box he 
doesn't want, plus freight on it, when he 
buys apples. But it is not at all to the ad- 
vantage of the British Columbia apple- 
growers to help him bilk the prairie apple- 
buyer in that way. 

What will happen if this skin-game is 
persisted in is that the prairie-consumer 
will buy less apples than he wants and less 
than the growers would like to sell him. 
Unless the apple-growers are in the lum- 
ber business they had better stop playing 
cats-paw for the lumberman, and sell their 
apples in bulk or in bags or any other way 
the consumer wants them. They are not 
going to sell any too many in the prairie 
country this year anyway. 


THE RIGHT TO LIVE 

“Men will never again submit to work- 
ing under conditions which provide a wage 
sufficient for only daily necessities; leav- 
ing the period of old age to be provided for 
by the charity of relatives or the institu- 
tions of the state.” 

This is not the language of a labor 
agitator, a panacea-peddlar, a dreamer in 
s0me quiet corner remote from the reali- 
ties of our complicated existence, nor one 
of those “‘amateur economists” who arouse 
the proud contempt of the classic savants. 
It comes from Sir Auckland Geddes: who 
held several of the important portfolios in 
Britain's war-time Government, was presi- 
dent of the board of trade when British 
industry had to be shifted back from war 
to peace basis, who was appointed presi- 
dent of McGill university in 1919 but was 
dissuaded by his cabinet colleagues from 

ing the place in order that he might 
accept the post of British ambassador at 
Washington during the period of post-war 
settlement. 

That is fairly good authority for the 
claim that every man is entitled to the 
right to live. And that since the necessi- 
ties of life are the fruits of labor, every 
man is entitled to a job at which he can 


+ 


earn a decent living, including a living in 
old age. 

As the unemployment res testify, 
that claim has not yet sells ry in Cana 
or elsewhere. But the point is that men 
no longer “submit” to intermittent em- 
ployment and a subsistence wage as being 
all they are entitled to. They are in re- 
bellion everywhere against the idea that 
want and misery are the appointed lot of 
any human being who is willing to work. 
Whoever cannot see that fact staring from 
the pages of any newspaper he may pick 
up is blind. 

In Cahada, as in every other enlighten- 
ed country, men in every occupation, of 
every creed and every shade of political 
opinion, know and declare it to be a cruel 
paragox, an unnatural and inhuman thing, 
a product of greed and stupidity, that 
people who are ready to pay for a ape 
with honest labor have to go hungry an 
ragged and shelterless because they hap- 
pened to be born in an age of plenty. 

Humanity is in revolt against the mons- 
trous doctrine that atundance and need 
must live side by side, that some must 
work long hours while others can find no 
work at all, that there is no way by which 
buying power can be circulated so as to 
permit a sufficiently uniform distribution 
of the necessities of iife. That cannot be 
so. It is too horrible for belief. Intellig- 
ence will have to find a way. Men are more 
than beasts of the field. They know them-' 
selves to be so. And they are demanding 
their in-born right to live.

The Passing Show 


The Commission on Banking closed too soon 
to get in all the evidence favorable to the banks. 
Mr. W. C. Woodward, vice-president of a huge de- 
partment store business in Vancouver and son of a 
well-known department store proprietor of Ed- 
monton, has recently returned from a visit to 
Britain, by way of the Panama Canal. In Panama 
City he asked a negro taxi-cab driver to recom- 
mend him to a bank. The budding Amos (or is it 
Andy) recommended him to the branch of a 
Canadian bank there, saying: “It am de bes’ bank 
in de world.” He should have been subpoenaed as | 
an expert witness for the aid and enlightenment 
of Lord Macmillan and associates. 

In the kingdom of the blind the one-eyed man 
is king. Canadians have no complaint about the 
security of their deposits in Canadian banks. But 
Amos would have a hard job financing his taxi 
business at one when he most needs help. 

The Australian Year Book for 1933, published by 
the Herald and Weekly Times of Melbourne, in | 
conjunction with other leading Australian papers, 
gives some enviable facts about the way in which 
the Commonwealth has come through the depres- 
sion period. Australia has increased her exports 
by 25 per cent in volume, meeting her obligations 
abroad and improving her external position despite 
the collapse of export prices. The secret, of course, 
was inflation at a time when other nations were 
extolling the benefits of “sound money.” Australia 


| by depreciating her money below the British pound 


gave her wheat-growers the equivalent of 85 cents 
a bushel for wheat at a time whén Canadian grow- 
ers, living under the benefits of “sound money” 
only got 30 cents. 

Australia’s exports before the depression were 
$700,000,000 per annum. She was borrowing abroad 
at the rate of $150,000,000 a year, giving her an in- 
come of $850,000.000. Her exports have dropped in 
value to $320,000,000 in gold. Reckoned in she in- 
flated sterling currency of Australia—-the money 
in which her internal obligations are paid—it has a 
value of $400,000,000. 

Imports which averaged $700,000,000 yearly be- 
fore the depression fell to $220,000,000 last year. 
This left the Commonwealth with an export sur- 
plus of over $170,000,000 with which to meet inter- 
est obligations in London of less than $140.000,000. 
Australia’s position under the depression is better 
than her position in pre-depression days. Tied to 
“sound money,” Canadians were denied the advan- | 
tages that Australian farmers obtained through in- | 
flation.

This question of markets in China means every- | 
thing to western wheat growers, now they have | 
rail outlets and elevatorg on the Pacific coast. 
There is no wheat market to speak of now in con- | 
tinental Europe. The nations there are growing 
wheat for themselves. The submarine has taught 
them the danger of food shortage in time of war. 
France this year is growing more wheat than 
Canada. 

Canadian wheet growers must look to the mar- 
ket of four hundred millions of Chinese, living 
mostly in a state of chronic hunger. At the time 
we should have been shipping wheat to them, both 
we and they were frustrated by the money-mon- 
gers. As potential purchasers they were hampered 
by a silver coinage; as potential sellers we were 
rendered impotent because of the fetish of gold- 
backed “sound money.” While we were being 
crucified on our cross of gold the Chinese were 
being starved in their storehouse of silver

Ottawa is a long way f{rc.m Regina and Edmon- 
ton and Vancouver. It is a great deal further from 
Shanghai and Kobe. An inland capital near a coast 
that is ice-locked for five months of the year has 
too perochial an environment for the progress of 
the western provinces and their outlet through all- 
the-year-round open ports nearly four thousand 
mileg away from the capital. 

There's a great market in China, which our 
“sound money” policy bars us from. Australia has 
found the way into China. We could do the same 
and with the same results

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
LEARN ABOUT DIET 


Before trying to prescribe a diet for yourself, 
you should learn all you can about foods. Many 
people blindly go on a diet which seems good to 
them, follow it for months, and find they have pro- 
duced a condition in the body which is entirely dif- 
ferent from that expected. 

For example, I recently saw a 
young men suffering from ex- 


trouble. Upon questioning him 
T found he was following this 
diet, which he had designed for 
himself; breakfast, tea and toast; 
lunch, cream soup, potatoes and 
gravy; dinner, crackers and milk. 
Of all the diets he could have 
chosen this was about the worst. 
from the standpoint of relieving 
sinus trouble. After' using the 
foods listed for about 5 months, 
with steadily increasing pain 
Dr. F. McCoy through the head, he decided that 
he hadn't guessed right and sought advice about 
planning a well-balanced curative diet. 

Such examples aré commoner than you would 
suppose. In making up a diet for ones own use it is 
very easy to neglect certain important materials 
and the result is a definite starving of the body 
while on this deficient dict. 

In odtlining his own diet the patient usually 
makes the mistake of cutting down sharply on the 
variety of foods used, that is, he sticks to two or 
three. This is usually a bad mistake and world- 
wide experience shows that when any group of 
people live on very few foods, trouble is likely to 
develop, unless by some lucky chance, they have 
struck on the few foods which are adequate to 
maintain health. For instance, among the poorer 
classes of the South, those who try to live on milled 
cornmeal, salt pork and little else, frequently 
develop pellagra., This diet is simple enough but 
is not a diet which maintains a human being in 
good health. Among the Japanese who use polished 
rise for the bulk of the diet, another deficiency 
disease develops called beri-beri. This is due to 
lack of vitamin B. If the vitamin is lacking alto- 
gether we find the severe nervous symptomg af- 
fecting the Japanese, but if it is supplied in small 
amounts, milder symptoms may arise, such as lack 
of appetite, which is common enough in this coun- 
try. Those who do not get enough vitamin C will 
show signs of scurvy and you all know that lack 
of iodine causes goiter in a large part of the popu- 
lation. There is a great deal of evidence that if 
your tecth decay it is because your food has lacked 
the mineral elements needed to build strong teeth. 
All of the above disorders are curable when the 
deficient materials are put back into the diet pro- 
vided you get them soon enough. Most of us get 
practically as much as these elements as we need 
and it is very easy for us to get an abundance of 
all of them, including the minerals and vitamins. 
However, suppose you place yourself on a badly 
planned diet which keeps you from getting these 
important substances. You do not know you are 
missing them, but your body knows. 

I have often been aware that when people who 
know little about foods put themselves on a strict 
diet and stay on it, they may do more harm than 
good. Young girls who try to stay slender may so 
injure their health as to produce turberculosis. 
Those who wish to gain weight inay start using 
“fattening” materials such as starches, sugars, malt- 
ed mixtures, and milk. The under-weight person 
usually has a poor digestion which is unable to bear 
the extra burden placed on it by the stuffing pro- 
cess. The result is that the patient fails to keep any 
pounds gained and may develop liver’ trouble or 
catarrhal disorders such as sinus trouble’or colds, 
brought on by an excess of heavy foods which the 
body was unable to handle. 


The average “home-made” diet usually contains 
to many acid-forming foods and so induces acidosis; 
it is lacking in bulk and encourages intestinal slug- 
gishness. Another condition which requires pro- 
longed dieting, during which damage may be done 
if the diet is wrongly chosen, is stomach ulcers. 

A good curate diet must be well-balanced and 
should contain enough meat to replace tissue wear 
and tear; an abundance of vegetables to furnish 
bulk, vitamins and minerals. The one exception to 
this is the milk diet for stomach ulcers, and even 
that musf’ be followed carefully and correctly. It 
just happens that milk is a fairly adequate food and 
you could live on milk and orange juice for a long 
time. 

Before you blindly follow a diet which you have 
heard is “good,” try to learn about foods As an 
example of a well-balanced diet for the average 
person in good health, study the menus given in 
this column every Friday. After you know food 
food values, you will then be able to follow a spe- 
cial curative diet, which will accomplish only good.

WALTER ALLEN, decorator: “The 
programs over the Commission's 
networks have shown great im- 
provement, but have not yet 
reached a plane where the public | 
can be forced to listen to national 
advertising. Had the Commission 
at hand the talent that the US 
chains have, people would not so 
kenly resent having sponsorship 
stuffed down their throats. Any 
large invasion of the national ad- 
vertising field made by the Com- 
mission is a direct breach of pub- 
lic faith.”

VICTOR SOLEY, circulator: “The 
nation-wide publicity given the 
birth of the radio commission last 
year made it quite clear to every- 
one that the policy of the direct-

Archaeologists Discovery 
Dates to Time of 
Crucifixion 


LONDON, Oct. 4—A Roman tem- 
ple, probably bu'lt not long afier 
the time of the crucifixion, is the 
latest discovery unearthed on the 
site of the half-buried city of Veru- 
Jamium, hard by the pleasant city 
of St. Albans, in Hertfordshire, 
some 20 miles from London. 

The great cathedral of St. Albans 


the ruins of the Roman city cight 
hundred years ago. 

For several years past Dr. Morti- 
mer Wheeler and Mrs. Wheeler, 
who have a joint reputation as 
archaeologists which is world-wide, 
aided by parties of young univer- 
sity students and others, have spent 


the greater part of the summer 
months in bringing to light the 
relics of Verulamium. Amongst | 


their most important “finds” have 
been a tesselated pavement, in al- 
most perfect condition, and a small- 
er pavement with a chequered pat- 
tern unlike any pavement yet 
brought out of hiding. 

One building of which the found- 


ations were laid bare proved clear- | 


ly to have been an inn—the fire- 
place was intact and drinking ves- 
gels were discovered close by. 

The skeletons of eight babies 
were also unearthed, and at an- 
other point were discovered the 
burned bones of oxen and sheep, 
which it is believed had been sacri- 
ficed in the temple. 

Unfortunately funds do not per- 
mit the continuance of this work of 
excavation for the present, and at 
the end of the present month Dr. 
and Mrs. Wheeler are suspending 
theiz operations for an indefinite 
period.
